FAIR SECRETARIES HOLD 
ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING 


Auditorium Hotel in Chicago Scene of Twenty-Eighth 
Annual Gathering of American Association 
| of Fairs and Expositions—R. A 
Brown New President 


Chicago, Dec. 7.—The American As- 
sociation of Fairs and Expositions this 
week held its twenty-eighth annual 
meeting at the Auditorium Hotel, open- 
ing promptly at 10 a.m. Tuesday, with 
President A. L. Sponsler in the chair. 
The opening day was given over to re- 
ports of standing committees, discus- 
sions and recommendations covering 
the routine of the convention. 

The best of spirit prevailed, but even 
that was augmented and fanned into 
fever heat when H. S. Ensign, of 
Helena, Mont., distributed a number of 
parodies on popular songs, giving a 
local tinge of sentiment to each. 


Wednesday morning’s session opened 
with the address of President Sponsler. 
He gave in detail the work of the 
special committee, of which he was 
chairman, which spent seven weeks in 
Washington looking after legislative 
matters, going into detail of the mani- 
fold activities which brought about the 
wonderful co-operation which was de- 
veloped between the law makers, the 
administrative departments and the 
fair and exposition managers. This ad- 
dress should be read by every exposi- 
tion and fair officer in this country. 
Mr. Sponsler stated that a greater co- 
operation was secured in this one year 
with the Federal administration than 
in all the previous years combined, the 
Government declaring that the fairs 
and expositions were essential and 
necessary even during the pressing 
times of war. This was all done at a 
cost of less than $1,200. 


President Sponsler stated that the 
fairs are indeed analogous to our pub- 
lic school system. He stated that it is 
a well known fact that the cheapest 
pound of beef now being produced is 
the beef that is bred upon the animal. 
His address will be printed in full and 
deserves a careful study. It is a great 
paper. 

Government Exhibits and Fairs was 
next discussed by A. A. Ormby, as- 
sistant to F. Lamson Scribner, expert 
on exhibits, and chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Government Exhibits, 
Washington. He showed that it was 
the urgent solicitation and co-opera- 
tion of this association that resulted in 
the greatest appreciation by the public 
and press of the entire country that 
had ever been obtained by the depart- 
ment at Washington. 


Twelve carloads of Government ex- 
hibits were shown thru the country, 
visiting thirty-eight fairs, Mr. Ormby 
stated. For the first time in the history 
of Congress that assembly had appro- 
priatet $41,000 for the Government ex- 
hibits, he said, and it is the hope of 
the departments at Washington that 
this work will be enlarged so as to 


take in each and every department rep- 
resenting war, peace, commerce, labor 
and education. He asked that a com- 
mittee be appointed to visit Washing- 
ton and start this further co-operation 
at once. 

Captain Hittinger, of the War De- 
partment, gave an inspiring address, 
which brought the members to a fuller 
knowledge of this work that has been 
accomplished. C. A. Lindstrom, of 
Washington, was next presented. He 
showed that the combination of the 
Agricultural, Army and Navy exhibits 


produced the best results ever obtained 
by the Government. 

Transportation possibilities for 1919 
was then discussed by R. H. Aishton, 
Regional Director, United States Rail- 
road Administration. His address was 
an assurance that the fairs and expo- 
sitions will receive the fairest treat- 
ment possible at the hands of the rail- 
roads. The address was a very prac- 
tical and enthusiastic presentation of 
the entire problem. 

War Trophy Exhibits was then pre- 
sented by Chester I. Campbell, director 
of the Allied War Exposition, repre- 
senting the Committee on Public In- 
formation at Washington. 

The Return Free Privilege of Ex- 
hibits at Fairs was presented and dis- 
cussed by George W. Dickinson, Sec- 
retary-Manager of the Michigan State 
Fair, Detroit. This was a very prac- 
tical paper, citing cases and actual con- 
ditions which obtain in the business as 
handled at present. 

Agricultural Fairs and Outdoor 
Showmen was presented by Frank L. 
Albert, Executive Secretary of the Na- 
tional Outdoor Showmen’s Association. 
This proved to be a valuable historical

DECISION EXPECTED SHORTLY | 


In White Rat Investigation—Attorneys for Both 
Sides File Briefs in Accusation and Denial. 
With Referee Lewis Schuldenfrei 


New York, Dec. 9—From every in- 
dication it looks as tho the long de- 
ferred investigation into the financial 
methods of the White Rats Actors’ 
Union and the Associated Actresses of 
America will terminate within a few 
days in a definite report, fixing the 
blame of the mismanagement of the 
White Rats’ affairs where it belongs. 

Alvin T. Sapinsky, attorney for Goldie 
Pemberton, upon whose application 
this financial investigation was or- 
dered by the Supreme Court, and Jos. 
J. Myers, attorney for the White Rats’ 
organization, filed their briefs with 
Referee Lewis Schuldenfrei, and the 
referee from now on will devote all of 
his attention to thig case until it is 
definitely disposed of. 

The Sapinsky brief accuses the of- 
ficials of the White Rats Actors’ Union 
of spending the club’s funds in “un- 
authorized, illegal and unwise invest- 
ments,” and misrepresentation to the 
members of the association, who gave 
“their savings of years unto these of- 
ficials.” 

In his brief in defense of the de- 
fendants Attorney Myers praises the 
action of the officers of the White Rats, 
stating they worked “faithfully and 
conscientiously for the good of the 
union.” He comments upon the fail- 
ure of the plantiff’s attorney to produce 
the plaintiff for examination before the 
referee, and also two of their principal 
witnesses making a strenuous denial of 
the misappropriation of funds or that 
the officials acted without the authori- 
zation of the members of the union, 
claiming a complete victory for his 
clients. 


‘ 

The vital points of Attorney Sap- 
insky’s lengthy brief are: 

Point one sets forth that in the erec- 
tion of the club house the responsible 
officials of the respondent union acted 
contrary to law and to the charter of 
the organization, and expended $202,000 
without supervision of the court, or 
without any apparent possibility of in- 
vestigation by the membership of the 
organization. He further states that 
nothing remains to show for this vast 
expenditure but a blackened ruin. 

Point two states that the responsi- 
ble officials of the organization per- 
mitted many thousands of dollars to be 
placed in unauthorized, illegal and un- 
wise investments, theaters, booking 
agencies, stock jobbing and stock gam- 
bling propositions, and, in order to in- 
duce the members to give their savings 
of years unto the officials for use in 
these wild speculations, the officials of- 
fered illegal guarantees binding the or- 
ganization in a manner not permitted 
by law to purchase back the shares of 
these enterprises, which meant that, if 
the enterprises failed, the entire burden 
and loss would be saddled upon the or- 
ganization. 

Point three is to the effect that ab- 
solutely no record can be found as to 
the exact amount of funds collected 
during the attempted strike of 1917. 
The only record that would indicate the 
exact amount collected disappeared in 
the offices of the Chicago attorneys for 
the respondent union. A large portion 
of the funds deposited in the 
private bank account of Harry Mount- 
ford and James William Fitzpatrick

Holds First Meeting of Season 


George M. Cohan, William A. 
Brady and Wilton Lack- 
aye Among the 
Speakers 


New York, Dec. 9.—The Morosco 
Theater was crowded Sunday night at 
the first public meeting of the season 
of the Catholic Actors’ Guild. Bran- 
don Tynan presided. George M. Co- 
han assured the organization that 
it could count on him for moral 
and financial support. The young 
actor-manager-producer said that as 
a speechmaker he was still a very 
good dancer.

tion plants, etc. One day later five 
million feet of film was in process of 
manufacture in New York without a 
penny of expense to the Governmeny 
and in thirty days’ time these pictures 
were shown in every village and ham- 
let thruout France in a language 
they could all understand. Other 
speakers were Wilton Lackaye, Rev. 
John Talbot Smith and Judge Victor 
J. Dowling. Those who participated 
in the delightful entertainment were 
Private William Piece, Elizabeth Mur- 
ray, Karl Formes, Dorothy Hilzer, 
Martin Green, war correspondent;

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REVISED REVENUE ACT 


Now Before Senate for Action—Contains Many Re- 
ductions From Bill First Passed 
by the House 


DRASTIC PROVISIONS ELIMINATED 


From Sections Pertaining to the Amusement In- 
dustry — House Expected To Accept Bill as 
Amended by Senate Committee 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—The full 
text of the new revenue act, as agreed 
upon by the Senate Committee on Fi- 
nance, and which was revised materi- 
ally from that passed by the House, 
following the ending of the war, is now 
before the Senate for action. The mo- 
tion picture and legitimate theater, in 
fact the entire amusement industry, 
was treated with much consideration 
by the Senate Committee, and the in- 
dications are the bill will be passed 
by the upper body substantially as in- 
troduced. 

In view of the cessation of activities 
in Europe, making unnecessary such 
great taxes as were contemplated prior 
to the signing of the armistice, the 
House is not expected to insist upon the 
more drastic provisions embodied in 
the revenue measure which passed that 
body. 

As it is now before the Senate, in- 
cluding items of particular interest to 
the amusement industry, the bill is as 
follows: 

(1) A tax of 1 cent for each 10 cents 
or fraction thereof of the amount paid 
for admission to any place on or after 
such date, including admission by sea- 
son ticket or subscription, to be paid 
by the person paying for such admis- 
sion. 

(2) In the case of persons (except 
bona fide employees, municipal officers 
on official business, persons in the mili- 
tary or naval forces of the United 
States when in uniform, and children 
under twelve years of age) admitted 
free or at reduced rates to any place at 
a time when and under circumstances 
under which an admission charge is 
made to other persons, a tax of 1 cent 
for each 10 cents or fraction thereof of 
the price so charged to such other per- 
sons for the same or similar accommo- 


Chain of Theaters

Meeting To Discuss Specs. 


New York, Dec. 9—The Aldermanic 
Committee on General Welfare has an- 
nounced that there will be public hear- 
ings on four proposed amendments to 
the Code of Ordinances relating to 
ticket speculators and to the price at 
which theater tickets are sold. 


The first of the proposed amendments 
would prohibit the sale of theater 
tickets at a price in excess of that 
stamped on the face of the ticket, and 
also prohibits the sale of tickets at any 
place other than the recognized box- 
office. The second is of a similar na- 
ture, prohibiting the sale of any the- 
ater tickets for more than the price 
stamped on the face, and providing a 
fine of $50, or imprisonment for ten 
days, or both, for violation of the or- 
dinance. The third amendment, of- 
fered by Alderman William B. Rosen- 
berg, would make the fine $100 and ten 
days in jail.

We have maintained that acts of un- 
questioned merit were almost killed by 
being placed in opening position, and 
the following excerpt from The New 
York American of December 3, review- 
ing the Palace show, proves that a 
great metropolitan daily has seen the 
light and desires to befriend the silent 
act: 


“The Mirano Brothers opened 
the show in a sensational flying 
torpedo act, which, at any other 
time would have been featured 
in the middle of the bill.” 


The audience of today wants, and is 
eventually going to demand, that if in- 
terest in and patronage of vaudeville 
theaters continues, singing, talking 
and dancing acts must be separated 
from each other by novelties. 

The conditions appertaining to the 
three-a-day or small time are some- 
what different, as in most cases there 
are only five or six acts on the bill, 
altho sometimes seven. The show 
usually starts with a picture weekly, 
then a dumb act as opener, a talking, 
singing or dancing act follows, after 
which a comedy sketch or big girl act, 
followed by a good next to closing act, 
and then a full stage novelty dumb act 
before the feature picture closes the 
show.

Pantages 


May Enter Tulsa—Rumor That Charles 
Hodkins May Lease Empress 


Tulsa, Ok.,; Dec. 7.—The long rumored 
probability of Pantages coming into 
Tulsa got new life with the visit here 
this week of Charles Hodkins, of Chi- 
cago, ending a tour of his circuit that 
began in California and extended over 
Pantages’ Southern time. The Pan- 
tages booking agent was in close touch 
with William Smith, manager of the 
Empress (Tulsa’s only vaudeville 
house), for a day, and it is rumored 
that Hodkins and his company may 
lease the Empress and play the Pan. 
shows in this city. The shows, it is 
understood, will come to Tulsa from 
Kansas City. 

The Empress is the most beautiful 
theater in Oklahoma, seats 1,600, and is 
brand new, having only been opened by 
Manager Smith last January. It was 
built at a cost of $150,000. 

The new Edwards Theater, which 
was to have opened last July with big 
Interstate Time, was thrown into bank- 
ruptcy after the foundation and steel 
work, with about three stories of the 
brick and concrete, had been put in, and 
it is reported that the owners of the lot 
on which the Edwards was being built 
will probably take over the unfinished 
building, complete it and play the In- 
terstate shows. It is a mooted ques- 
tion in Tulsa whether this city is yet 
ready for high-priced vaudeville, opin- 
ion being about equally dvided, but 
generally the opinion prevails that the 
new Edwards would have hard sledding 
with big Interstate salary lists to meet. 

Business at the Empress has not been 
so good that anyone with a bunch of 
money would likely tackle an opposi- 
tion proposition. O. W. Edwards, who 
started the Edwards Theater, is out of 
t, the owners of the lot having officially 
declared his lease forfeited a few days 
ago. Edwards started the theater 
building, it is said, which was to be 
twelve stories and seat 2,500, at a total 
cost of over $300,000, with a very small 
amount of capital. There are many 
liens existing against the materials in 
as much of the structure as he was able 
to put up.

Chicago, Ill., Dec, 9.—The storm outside had 
a tendency to fill e Palace early, and the 
show opened right on the dot. On the whole, 
it was a well balanced program, the audience 
manifesting its appreciation enthusiastically. 


No, 1—Rose and Moon, one of the best open- 
ing numbers we have witnessed for many a 
moon, Some new and original dance steps were 
introduced. The stumbling break steps were 
partisularly pleasing. Fourteen minutes. 


No, 2.—Nate Leipsig, a master of stage de- 
portment, and a past master in the manipulation 
of cards, His tricks were very mystifying. The 
applause must have been gratifying to the ar- 
tist, IIis naturalness of movement was com- 
mendable, while his assistants showed careful 
training. Twelve minutes. 


No, 3.—The Mallett Sisters in a variety of 
songs and dances, with Lew Pollack at the 
piano. The stage setting was very good, 
slightly marred by the reflection of the spot- 
light thrown on the curtain from the plano, It 
distracted attention. The costumes were ex- 
cellent and the dances and songs greatly pleased 
the audience. Mr. Pollack at the plano grad- 
ually won the sympathy of the audience, and 
starting a whistling number, assisted by the 
members of the orchestra, soon had the entire 
avdience joining’ in. They were not satisfied 
with 18 minutes, but tried to get an encore, 
Five bows, 


No. 4—El Brendel and Flo Bert in a clever 
character stunt in one. A well balanced team, 
very versatile. Mr. Brendel must have ob- 
tained an ddea for this act from playing 
Strippoker. Tle was “All Dressed Up,” and 
when he began to shed his clothes the au- 
dience held its breath in expectancy. Fifteen 
minutes of good stuff. 


No, 5—Billy Burke presented The Man Off 
the Ice Wagon. A good singer, with a re- 
markably bigh and strong voice. The audience 
was delighted with bis work, and recalled bim 
for several bows.

No. 6—Valeska Surratt proved her well de- 
served popularity as a tragedienne in the 
sketch called The Purple Poppy.

No. T—One of the cleverest acts on the bill 
was George McKay and Ottle Ardine in their 
new offerings, All in Fun, who keep the audi- 
ence in a roar of laughter from start to finish, 
This couple are genuine artists and their dan 
cing is above the average. The dialog given 
by McKay to audience while Miss Ardine was 
doing her toe dancing made a great bit. They 
showed class as well as good clothes and their 
scenery and stage was in Keeping with their 
act, to say nothing of thelr good songs and 
fancy dancing.

No, 8—Pat and Julia Levolo closed the bill 
with daring and attractive feats on the wire, 
using full stage and beautiful setting.

New York, Dec. 9—A long box-office line, with a crowd that packed the 
Palace Theater to the rafters, saw a show today that was practically a stag 
affair, at least as far as artists were concerned, with one or two exceptions. 
Charles (Chic) Sale simply ran away with the whole show. He packed it 
away very carefully and hopped in an aeroplane of enthusiasm and success- 
fully escaped with the honors of the bill. To be candid, the show did not seem 
to be up to the standard that the Palace patrons demand. No novelty came to 
view, imitators of a standard act were on the program, and, on the whole, the 
crowd in the lobby during the intermission did not seem in a very happy frame 
of mind. For once a “dumb” or novelty act got into the middle of the bill, 
owing to the time occupied to set the Kellermann tank, etc., and, as events 
——s — really saved the show. Blanche Ring is billed for a return here 
next wee 


wen No. 1—Palace News Pictorial showed pictures of the President leaving for 
nce. 

No. 2—Tarsan, the dwarf, who imitates a chimpanzee, opened the vaude- 
ville and fooled a few people by the impersonation. Billed as a mimic the act 
would go over far better, as the audience realizes very early that something is 
being put over on it. However, the act got three bows on account of a show- 
manlike finish. 

No. 3—Joe D’Lier and Sam Green, in melodies a la carte, managed to 
get by. But the resemblance of their act to Bernie and Baker is so pronounced 
that any merit these boys may possess is lost in the shuffle. In addition to this 
a violin offering was here last week in the same position. This act does not 
fit into the Palace class. 

No. 4—William L. Gibson and Reginia Connelli, in Their Honeymoon, by 
Aaron Hoffmann, created much laughter, but some of the lines grate on sensi- 
tive ears, as, for instance, the remark of the servant in the hotel to the newly 
married couple after they have sent him out of the room: “If there is anything 
I can do for you—just call me.” This may be funny—and it did get a few 
laughs, but the majority of the crowd failed to see the point. The acting was 
near perfect, Gibson being specially clever, and, with the elimination of some 
speeches, the act will last for a long time. 

No. 5—Henry Lewis, in another Aaron Hoffmann offering, The Laugh 
Shop, scored on account of his laughcreating peculiarities. He sang Hunned, 
told stories, kidded, worked fast, gave plenty of entertainment, was encored 
time and time again, in fact was the first hit of the bill. Lewis thoroly under- 
stands New York vaudeville. 

No. 6—Eddie Leonard is one of the most popular favorites that play the 
Palace. What poetry is to prose, what sunlight is to shadow, what the 
Twentieth Century Limited is to the subway shuttle—so is Leonard to min- 
strelsy. Instead of being spoiled by continuous adulation each appearance 
seems to stimulate him to greater efforts. He has the same act, Dandy Dan's 
Return, and, after the final curtain, Leonard had to come out and extend 
thanks, 

INTERMISSION 


No. 7—Asahi Troupe of Japanese magicians and jugglers, with their beau- 
tiful wardrobe and back drop, fitted in well here. The thumb tie is greatly im- 
proved since last seen here and Asahi does it faster than this reviewer has 
ever seen the effect presented before. Their finale—the famous water trick— 
gave thm much applause and several bows. 

No. 8—Janet Adair, with the same saucy red-haired pianist—Miss Adelphi 
—did not seem to be so happy in the choice of material and songs as char- 
acterized her last appearance here, and scored but a mild success. Miss Adair 
is unquestionably an artist and has a host of friends, but the punch was lack- 
ing somewhere today to hold down this important position on the bill. 

No. 9—Charles (Chick) Sale made a record for getting laughs fast. Be- 
fore he had é¢ompletely uttered his first word the audience was screaming. His 
Rural Sunday School Benefit is one of the greatest masterpieces of comedy 
characterizations vaudeville has ever had the privilege of exhibiting. He is a 
novelty comedian, and, if he played the Palace for a month with the same act, 
results would be just the same. The real, genuine, honest-to-goodness hit of 
the entire bill. 

No. 10—Annette Kellermann, assisted by Kerr and Weston and Ted Doner, 
who has forsaken his single for the Kellermann act. The number is not as pre- 
tentious as the revue produced here last winter by the Diving Venus, but it 
serves to display her versatility. She sang, danced, walked a rope, and then 
started to introduce her famous diving specialty, but announced to the audi- 
ence that one of the glasses of her tank had broken, and, as the water was ice 
cold, she could only give the crowd a taste of her aquatic ability. As the 
show ran so late no Red Cross pictures were shown.—HILLIAR.

Chicago, Dec. 9.—The bill opened with Or- 
pheum Circuit pictures, which were of more 
than ordinary interest. They were from the 
beautiful Chenonceaux district of France and 
were well colored and interesting in their con- 
tents. 


No. 2—Bicknell, the comedy clay modeler, 
kept something doing all the time he was on 
the stage.

The show opened at Love Cottage, a scene 
made attractive by a swell stage setting, into 
which came the usual ensemble of unusually

Enter Rube Bernstein, owner of Frolics and 
Pleasure and Beauty Review. Likewise prac- 
tical jokester. 


Thanksgiving ~Day found Hunter, Weinstock 
and Bernstein in Philadelphia, each one look- 
ing forward to a big day and big feed, 

Weinstock informed Bernstein that he could 
use a straight man who could make funny falls 
and Bernstein recommended a fellow who 
claimed to be a vaudeartist, named Bunkus. 

Bunkus appeared at the Gayety Theater in 
the person of a natty little fellow in fasbion- 
able street attire which did not prevent Wein- 
stock requesting a rehearsal on the Gayety 
stage, which Bunkus proceeded to give, while 
Weinstock in real managerial tones directed 
his stage activities by telling him to duck the 
orange and fall for the tomato.

“The burlesque performance that you witness 
every week here at the Palace Theatre is the 
equal ef any New York mu-ical produetion that 
is sent on the road and, in the majority of cases, 
a whole lot better.” 

I couldn't help agreeing with him as to that 
fact; but, all the same, I still believe that if he 
could be persuaded to launch a musical produc- 
tion of the fine quality as his America’s Best, 
b.lling it as a legitimate production instead of 
burlesque, it would surely be a winner.—E. ED-

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Edmond Rostand, noted French poet and play- 
who died in Paris on December 2, was 


wright, 
the author of many plays, some of which at- 
world renown, His first success was Le 
Gant Konge, a vaudeville sketch, produced in 
Paris thirty years ago. In 1894 he wrote Les 
Romanesques. This was followed by La Princess 
Lointaine in 1895 and La Samaritaine in 1897. 
In the same year Cyrano de Bergerac was pro 
duced. This, with L’Aiglon, produced in 1901, 
and Chantecler, produced in 1910, were his most 
famous plays. Cyrano, produced when Rostand 
was at the height of his popularity, was orig 
jnally written for M, Coquelin, the French actor, 
who died before the piece was produced. 

Still other poems and plays by Rostand were 
Le Pois Sacre, Don Juan, Belgique and The Song 
of the Stars, When the Lusitania was sunk 
Rostand wrote a long poem excoriating Count 
yon Lernstorff, German Ambassador to Amcrica, 
accusing him of perfidy. 

Edmond Rostand was the son of Eugene Ros- 
tand, noted economist. He was born in Mar 
seilles, France, April 1, 1868. He came into 
prominence as an author at an early age and 
gained a high place as poet, playwright and 
moralist. He was a member of the French 
Academy, held the rank of Commander of the 
Legion of Honor, and had been accorded numer- 
ous other honors for his literary work. 

Rostand enjoyed the distinction of being the 
youngest person ever admitted to membership in 
the French Academy, the honor being conferred 
upon bim in 1910 when he was thirty-one years 
ol, He was elected to membership after a 
spirited contest. Both be and M. Frederic Mas- 
éon, historian, were candidates and the Acade 
mijans took six ballots before the choice was 
made. 

(broniclers of the period state that when the 
time came for Rostand’s consecration as a mem- 
ber of the institution a distinguished gathering 
assembled to witness the ceremony. They were 
attracted by a curiosity to see the man so hon 
ored at an age when in other men of his type 
ambitions had only begun to crystallize. It was 
Whispered about the Academy that Rostand woul! 
reply to the speech of investiture in verse, He 
replied in prose, but in prose of such exquisite 
charm that it was poetic in its effect upon his 
hearers and left no disappointment. + 

M. Jules Claretie, director of the Comedie 
Francaise, one of Rostand’s most ardent sup- 
perters within the Academy, said in the after- 
neon of his election that in “L’Aiglon”’ and “Cy- 
rano de Bergerac’’ Rosand had done more than 
any other man to spread knowledge and admi- 
ration for the French language over two conti- 
nents, 

Among others who made strenuous efforts to- 


tained 


ward Rostand’s election to the Academy was: 


Mme, Sarah Bernhardt. She made an active 
canvass for his election, afd was one’ of the 
central figures in a brilliant assemblage that 
Was present when the investiture was made. The 
poet's appreciation of the great actress's friend- 
ship was reflected in his message more than ten 
years later when Mme. Bernhardt threatened 
suit because a poster of a motion picture perfor- 
mance of Rostand’s play ‘“L’Aiglon’’ was posted 
opposite her Paris theatre. 

Mme. Bernhardt claimed exclusive use of the 
title “L’Aiglon,”’ and insisted that the poster 
injured her business. When notice was served 
upon him Rostand telegraphed: 

“I know nothing about the case, but I would 
rather cut my hand off than engage a lawyer 
against Mme, Bernhardt, No human force could 
make me defend myself against her. Whatever 
she wishes is right, and I grant her all the pro- 
fits arising from films of my work, I kiss ber 
hand gracious as a lily.”’ 

Mme. Bernhardt immediately wired, refusing to 
accept Rostand’s a of profits,

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Tom Brown’s Saxophone Sextette 


Money and Merit Combined To Produce Eternal 
Pleasure and Welcome Profit—A Story That 
All Lyceum and Chautauqua Artists and 
Patrons Should Study With Care 


Have you seen Fred Stone in The Jack O’Lan- 
tern show? Yes, it costs money to see that show 
but if you have had the rare good luck to see 
that famous entertainer, you will tell your 
grandchildren about it in years to come. Do you 
want to live over again the enjoyment of that 
ix hour? Do you wish to sit in your own home and 

Tevel in the delights of that entertainment, see 
the acts and hear the tuneful music? What then 
was the one big feature of that wonderful enter- 
tainment? red Stone. Then what? 

Did you notice the wonderful part Tom 
Brown and his five brothers played with those 
tantilizing instruments when that famous Saxo- 
phone Sextette held the boards and tried to quit 
the stage after an unusual. exhibition? 


Oh, yes, you have heard saxophones before but 
what was there about this organization that 
stamped it as different? Was it musicianship or 
showmanship? Why have the Victor people made 
thirty-two records by this organization such a 
feature in all their selling campaigns? 

As it is always a pleasure to get an off-stage 
picture of the men and women who entertain the 
nation so We will give a few close-ups of one of 
the cleverest musical mokes now before the foot- 
lights. We do this for the one real reason that is 
back of it all; that reason is that in this story 
there is much food for lyceum and chautauqua 
thought. There is a field that few of our folks 
have ever looked at with a casual glance. Is it 
worthy of more than a passing notice? 

: Tom Brown says: ‘‘As a matter of advertising 
the phonograph is the best possible means of 
getting a musician’s wares into the homes and 
hearts of the people of America.’’ He says that 
he has entertained in practically every home in 
New York’s swelldom and that he has never 
played at any of these after the theatre fash- 
ionable events but that he found from one to a 
half-dozen of his Victor records had preceded him 
in that home. 


Think of it as a matter of selling force. The 
Victor company, issues from 75,000 to 100,000 of 
these records on the first run. This famous Sax- 
ophone Sextette have made thirty-two records— 
Even Lyou & Healy, here in Chicago, advertise 
twenty of these records and keep them in stock. 

Tom has written some exceedingly clever num- 
bers of his own which have been injected into the 
lives of the people of this nation. His Moaning 
Saxophone Rag and Bull Frog Blues have been 
played until they must have been heard by at 
least one-half the people of this entire country. 

But it isn’t all fun and there is much more 
than play in these records. Tom's little twist 
of the wrist or curve of the hand may have cost 
hours and hours of drudging practice before it 
was turned ioose on the public.’ It took one year 
of trying before the first Victor Saxophone Sex- 
tette success was turned out. “‘If you want to 
see yourself exactly as you are, and not as you 
= think you are as a musician, try to make a sax- 
ophone sextette record,’’ says Tom. ‘‘You will 
soon see how rotten five of the six really are.”’ 

Here is something that many musicians don’t 
know. The phonograph will show defects in a 
performance that the ordinary ear will not de- 
tect. Defects are amplified. Here is a sample. 
The D above the staff on all saxophones is what 
is known as a bastard note. It reproduces what 
they call a blue note. Some say it sounds sour, 
But what is it? Why is it? There is no no- 
ticable defect in this tone to the ordinary listen- 
et. 

“After making thirty-two records that have 
been accepted by the exacting Victor company I 
can more than ever say that I hare never made a 
record that is acceptable to my own ideas,”’’ said 
Tom. 

Here is where we wish to drive home some- 
thing that this modest world-famous entertainer 
has set before us all, Here is the high standard 
of excellence and that even is not satisfactory, 
Compare that with the crime of bureau managers 
setting stenographers to work learning a saxo- 
phone, taking instructions from a ‘‘Prof.’’ who 
himself didn’t know enough about a saxophone to 
tell the young things how to hold the instrument 


while they posed for pictures to be used on ad- 
vance circulars so the gentlemanly agents could 
proceed to sell the organization as a company of 
musicians. Some real musicians laugh yet 
when they recall the picture of one of those fa- 
mous outfits, where the girls were clutching the 
Devil-cursed instrument with the right hand, near- 
est the countenance. And this is what some 
huxters call lyceum university training—such is 
art, 

Here is the way the Victor Catalog announces 
The Brown Brothers: “‘A complete novelty is here 
offered in the shape of records by the Famous 
Brown Brothers’ Saxophone Sextette, which has 
been one of the features of the Metropolitan suc- 


Ind., for a copy of the little booklet which his 
company has published and is giving away free— 
It’s entitled The History Of The Saxophone, It's 
worth reading. 

Now, one word, and then we will go on with 
this story. Don’t overlook the chance to study 
these famous records. You may have them in 
your own home. Christmas is now coming and it 
might be a good thing to treat yourself to a 
present in this shape: Buy a few records and 
give them to your wife—then study them your- 
self. Here are a few that will be real everlast- 
ingly entertaining to you: The Bull Frog Blues; 
Chicken Reel Medley; Chin-Chin Medley; Jack 
O’Lantern Gems; Down Home Rag; La Paloma; 
Passion Dance; That Moaning Saxophone Rag; 
Walking The Dog Fox Trot. .There are many 
more good ones by this same wonderful novelty 
outfit, but these will suffice. 

What we are all the more anxious about is 
that you learn to study these records and the 
possabilities of sharing in the good fortune that 
seems to spread her angel wings over so many 
who ate wise enough to get in on the Klondyke 
of musical success discovered by a few and open- 
ing more and more to the many as we learn of 
its riches and how to obtain them, 

Get acquainted with Tom Brown and you will 
find him one of the unassuming worth-while fel- 
lows—a regular fellow. He will help yon and if 
you have no other way of getting a look-in, then

IS “FLU” QUARANTINE EFFECTIVE 


Dr. W. A. Evans, the-expert medical adviser, 
who conducts the ‘‘How To Keep Well" depart- 
ment of The Chicago Tribune, has the following 
to say about the effects of quarantining for the 
Spanish influenza, and it ought to be studied by 
all opera house managers, church, school, eircus 
and other people who are so vitally affected by 
these drastic measures. Here is Dr. Evans’ 
statement: 

“The Chicago authorities did not close the 
schools and I do not think there is any evidence 
that we have lost anything by that decision.

cesses, Chin-Chin and now Jack O’Lantern. 
These accomplished players have chosen as 
their offering thirty-two of their own lively num- 
bers, which show the skill of the organization 
and exhibit the noble tone quality of the instru- 
ments,” 

But that is not what we are trying to teach. 
We are anxious to have all lyceum people under- 
stand that there is much about this that might 
be of interest to them that has not yet been 
mentioned. We have tried to show the value of 
the music game as it affects our calling. Popu- 
lar song publishers pay business musicians a cent 
a copy as royalty for each popular song sold. 
Easy marks and cheap boobs sell for what they 
can get. Novices are novices, Then there is the 
mechanical rights. What do you know about 
them? 

Al Sweet wrote the words and music to “I 
Have A Picture In My Old Kit Bag,’’ that means 
that he gets a cent each for the lyrics and a cent 
for the music. Then when.it is sung and played 
for the phonograph he gets a cent on each record 
sold as the mechanical rights. 

As we took a journey into the jungles of In- 
diana not long ago, as shown by the picture 
which accompanies this article, we could not help 
but think of the strides that America has made 
since G. A. Buescher, then a journeyman at 
Elkhardt, made the first Saxophone that had ever 
been made in this country. Today there is not 
only a national craze over the saxophone, but 
there is an acquired taste for this moaning music 
that is also fast becoming a national character- 
istic of our musical life, Sextettes are getting 
more common than solos were a few years ago. 
Saxophone bands are not even a novelty. 

If you are interested in the history of this in- 
strument write and ask G. A. Buescher, Elkhart, 


bring your case to this open court and see if The 
Billboard can’t do for you something worth 
while, It will cost nothing to try it. And it’s 
worth the effort. 


This little party looks as tho it were an Auto- 
Saxophone tour. It was not organized for that 
purpose, Still it does have a Saxophone flavor. 
Clay Smith has probably published more square 
yards of news about saxophones and saxophone 
players than any one else who agitates a Corona. 
Guy Holmes has written and arranged more sax- 
ophne numbers than any other dozen individuals 
combined. Buescher makes them by the car, 
load. Tom Brown has done wonders in the way 
of popularizing this instrument. 


We talked so much about saxophones and 
Victor Records that it became a standing joke, 
and so the village cut-up, who absorbed some of 
the conversation, thonght it would be a good 
joke to label the outfit. He hied himself to a 
little Victor Shop and secured a eign which was 
about four feet long and this he brought back to 
the garage (which by the way was the outdoors 
part of the city farm, located in the rear of the 
hotel) and there he proceeded to nail this festive 
decoration to the side of Tom’s automobile: 
“Eight rusty nails driven into the side of a per- 
fectly good automobile beats a paper of tacks 
stuck into a set of tires. If you don’t believe it 
try it."’ 

That half sad and half festive smile which 
rests so benignly on the visage of Mr. Brown is 
the compromise between his effort to take this 
as a joke and his common human disposition to 
fight it out to a finsh, London prize ring rules, 
But said the Jack O’Lantern comedian: ‘There 
is one consolation. You guys got more fun out 


of this joke than it would have cost me to pro- 


Our inf rate was not so high as that of 
other cities of more than 500,000 inhabitants, 
most of which closed their schools. So far as 
it goes that fact would indicate that closing the 
schools did not help the large cities which fol- 
lowed that policy, and, conversely, that failure 
to close made mattefs no worse in Chicago." 

We have no disposition to quibble with doc- 
tors, but we do think that it is a very dangerous 
thing to allow any set of men to rule by the 
fiat of their own notion. Doctors are human. 
They are subject to all the limits of human 
understanding which encompass all the rest of 
us. Their sure cures which held sway yesterday 
are discarded and seem as foolish in many ways 
is the dope with which the fake doctor duped 
thousands by the aid of the medicine show, and 
the showman doctor’s barks, herbs, roots and 
plants were often a thousand times less harmful. 

Personally we believe that the growing prac- 
tice of injecting all kinds of poison into the 
uuman system to head off this or that disease 
is a growing menace to the health of the human 
race. We believe also that the public outcry 
against disease and the mad rush to stop all 
activity are the wrong methods to deal with 
these problems. There is not enough concerted 
effort to study the causes, nature and effects of 
the very scourges that we would fight. 

It would be a morally murderous crime for a 
theater, church, circus or school to be kept open 
if by so doing such a contagious disease as the 
influenza would thereby be spread and helped to 
do its deadly work, This can not be made too 
plain, 

But on the other hand it is much more than 
an economic crime to close the public schools, 
the theaters, the churches, public halls, lodges 
and all such gathering places if by so doing we 
cause a financial and moral loss without aiding 
the work of war against the enemy which is 
attacking us, 

One thing is certain: It is better to keep the 
human system in good shape to resist germs, 
either real. or imaginary, than it is to carry on 
a trench warfare after we are attacked. Cas- 
carets are better than shots in the arm. But 
figs for breakfast will probably do more good 
than an ice pack on a fevered brow at midnight, 
and they are certainly far better for the human 
system than capsules and shots. If we were 
to study diet more we would need to know less 
about disease, 

“The Chicago school children,”’ says Dr. Evans, 
“have not had their education interrupted. The 
funds of the School Board have not been paid 
out for schools that were closed, and the record, 
in so far as we have it, shows that something 
in controlling the disease was gaifted by the 
policy. However, the opinion must not be ac- 
cepted as final.’’ 

This is not intended to be the final word on 
this subject. We should study the evidence as 
it is gatheréd. We should remember that dur- 
ing epidemics, as in war, an ounce of heroism 
is worth a ton of panicky fear, and a few facts 
are more vital than the most glowing, untried 
theory on earth. We would be glad to have our 
readers send us evidence for and against the 
closing proposition, Write to this department, 
care of our Chicago office.

MUSICAL PRELt'DES 
By H. L. BLAND 


Prof. Bland, manager and director of Bland’s 
Band, which organization has toured many 
States as a chautauqua attraction, has the fol- 
lowing to say concerning the habit of present- 
ing a musical prelude on the day the big solid 
lecture is presented. What he says ought to 
have weight, for, besides having had the prac- 
tical experience needed to inform him on this 
problem, he has the technical training. Prof. 
Bland is now at the head of Lyceum Arts De- 
partment of Drake University, Des Moines, Ta. 
Study what he has to say: 

“I have never come in contact with any 
speaker who has not wanted a musical prelude 
and in many instances they have insisted that 
the prelude be given even when the time was 
short on account of arrival in the city of the 
attraction at a late hour. Dr. Arthur Holmes, 
president of Drake University, says that psy- 
chologically a well-built musical prelude is a 
distinct adjunct to any lecture. He further 
states that he feels that a well built program 
of musical numbers aids the lecturer a great 
deal in getting across his message. 

“Several years ago this question arose with a 
very well-known platformist, whose name I will 
not mention, and, as an experiment, his lecture 
was put on first and the musical portion of the 
program followed. In the two instances im 
which it was tried the lecturer did not receive 
the enthusiastic approval of the audience, as 
was the case when the regular program was 


given. 
“Dr. Robert O. Matthews, well-known min- 
ister, author and lecturer, says that a well- 


balanced, clever prelude aids the lecturer a great 
deal, and in his experience he finds that a poor 
prelude will spoil his message. He goes a 
step farther and makes the statement that he 
much prefers a poor prelude than none at all, as 
he finds that his audiences, after a prelude, are 
much more settled, more receptive, more en- 
thusiastic and able to digest mentally what he 
hae to say. I have always endeavored to find 


out something of the lecturer’s theme and have 
built my prelude concerts to conform with them, 


/ 


believing that it is a good thing 
anti-climax. 

“Personally I am for more artistic, better 
balanced and finer musical preludes than ever, 
and I hope to see the day when musicians and 
readers will co-operate with the men with whom 
they are associated so that there will be a 
splendid continuity in the whole day, thus mak- 
ing the chautauqua week a well-rounded whole 
of inspiration and education, and not over- 
playing the entertainment idea."

He read a paper before the Fifteenth Annual 
Convention in Chicago, from Which we wish to 
quote the following, as it is of vital interest to 
our local lyceum activity: 

“When does a lyceum attraction make good? 
WHEN IT CREATES A DEMAND FOR MORE 
ATTRACTIONS IN ITS LINE. That lecturer 
makes good who stimulates a desire in the hearts 
of the people to hear more lectures, That en- 
tertainer makes good who is steadily creating 
the demand for more entertainers. That concert 
company renders a permaent service to the ly- 
ceum and chautauqua which sends the people 
home saying: ‘If we could only hear more music 
like that.’ 

“There are two kinds of success open to both 
talent and managers. One is an immediate but 
transient success, the other is a delayed but 
permanent success. Immediate success is not 
consistent with the highest service. For the 
lecturer half truths and conformity to the pre- 
vailing thought win mére applause than whole 
truths and the effort to CHANGE the prevailing 
thought. It requires less brains and less honesty 
to be an exploiter than a promoter. Only truth, 
merit, strict integrity and honest service can give 
permanent success to either talent or managers. 
The regrettable thing is that every form of sharp 
practice, every form of sham falsehood, bluff 
and deception, must be paid for, not only by the 
perpetrators themselves, but by all lyceum peo- 
ple. 

“Our movement suffers not so much from at- 
tractions that are downright inferior and ought 
not to be found on any list as it does from a 
large number of attractions that just barely 
‘put it over.’ They ‘get past,’ but the margin 
of safety is too narrow. Continued experiences 
with mediocre talent gradually dull the keen 
edge of public enthusiasm. When you go ‘round 
the next year to sell tickets the people say: ‘Oh, 
yes, it was good, but’—.”"

Author of The Patriotic Song, 
The Americans Come—Her 
Compositions on Many 
Recital Programs 


New York, Dec. 7.—Much more of what this 
country knows of Fay Foster, the American pi- 
anist and composer, should be known, but outside 
the high-class musical sphere, and concert 
world, little was known of this American genius, 
until the world’s great conflict brought her into 
the limelight of publicity thru her patriotic 
composition, The Americans Come, 


A gifted child, she studied in this country and 
abroad under the best masters and was devel- 
oped both as a pianist and singer. Later she 
studied theory and composition under the great 
Jadassohn and so acute was her aptitude that 
ber compositions at once attracted the attention 
of the artistic musical world. Among four thou- 
fand competitors she won the second award for a 
waltz composition in a big European manuscript 
contest, Since her return to the United States 
she has given herself up entirely to composition 
and was awarded the first prize on three occa- 
sions—for four songs in New York in 1914; for 
a piano solo, offered by The Etude of Philadel- 
phia in 1917; and for a chorus for women’s voices, 
offered by the Nationai Federation of Women’s 
Clubs in 1917, 


When this American woman composed The 
Americans Come, she gave to future genera- 
tions a composition belonging to the epochal his- 
tory of the world—the story told in song of the 
first entry of the American army on French 
soil. Brown clad and sturdy of tread—with Old 
Glory floating o’er head as their star of gui- 
dance, they aroused the curiousity of a youthful 
son of war-ridden France, guardian of his sight- 
less father. The unusual cheering in the dev- 
astated and empty village, the firmness of the 
determined tread of many feet, awakened from 
his lethargy the despondent Frenchman, who 
greeted the crusaders with a shout of joy— 
“Thank God, The Americans Come!’’ The song 
is now being sung by artists on the concert and 
recital stage, in vaudeville, at all patriotic dem- 
onstrations, by the golden-voiced, cultivated sin- 
ger and by singers of lesser talent. It's a song 
that stirs American hearts with pride and will 
continue to stir American patriotism for ages to 
come, and has made the name of its composer 
known in every walk of American life. 

In the concert and recital world Fay Foster is 
well known—not only as a pianist and singer, but 
as a composer as Well, and there are but few reci- 
tal programs that do not contain one or more of 
her songs. This gifted American woman has con- 
sumed the atmosphere of the Orient, evident in 
many of her compositions set to Oriental themes, 
from translations of Japanese poets. Quaint and 
original are these songs, ranging from a Ja- 
panese Lullaby, soft and crooning, thru the 
gamut of human emotions—a la Japanese—a love 
song, a pair of dramatic martial songs of the 
Samuri, and the humurous story of family strife. 

In fact, all of Fay Foster’s composition are 
original, subtle, alluring, tempermental, suited to 
the theme of the poem, yet beautifully melodious. 
At the present time, when at last the American 
composer seems to be coming into his own, it is 
remarkable that the genuine beauty and classic 
merit of this American woman, by the virtue of 
her wonderfal accomplishments, stands foremost 
among the world’s great composers of the pres- 
ent day.

Dear Sir—Can you inform me please who in- 
vented the so-called Ten Ichi Thumb Tie Trick, 
and by whom this effect was made famous in 
America? Yours for magic, 
ARTHUR CHANDLER. 


The Thumb Tie is an old trick. In a book by 
Heri Decremps, The White Magic, published in 
1784, not only is the Thumb Tie explained, but 
it is aiso illustrated therein. It is supposed to 
have been presented by Pinetti during the same 
year. This is the earliest record obtainable. 

Of course the trick has been improved since 
that time. Ten Ichi first introduced it in its 
present form in this country and made it fa- 
mous, and in all probability it will go down 
to posterity as The Ten Ichi Thumb Tie. 

A Parisian magician, with a Japanese name— 
Kuroki—does the trick with his thumbs locked in 
a pair of French thumb cuffs, which of course 
complicates the operation. 


The Ashahi Japanese Troupe feature this trick 
on the big vaudeville time, and it has also been 
presented by De Biere and several others. The 
Magic World recently published a complete gx- 
planation of the modern method of accomplish- 
ing this deception.

Another great evil among magicians of today 
is jealousy and pulling against each other. 

A big consolidated society could work wonders 
and clear up all the above and give magic the 
place it deserves among the world’s best amuse- 
ments and arts. There can never be unity where 
there is no harmony of feelings and sentiments. 

I am with you from start to finish in this 
splendid idea, and anything I can do to be of 
service, either financial or personal, will be most 
cheerfully given.

We are to seek the right in order that we may know it. 
Therefore, no definition of right is in order now. 
Our present notion of it, tho it serves after a fashion, is inadequate 


and incomplete. 


Disregarding its etymology, for the reason that its original meaning 
(direct or straight) has become almost entirely disassociated from it in 
common usage, we find the essence of its present significance is grounded 


in moral law, which in turn springs 


from religion or philosophy or both. 


Perhaps these may help us in our search, but inasmuch as prelates 
and philosophers have both had long and ample opportunity to define 
it and are still free to engage therewith in the interest of expediency, 
we may be forgiven if we look further for a more promising lead. 

Our basic concept of right must have its genesis in the “greatest 
good of the greatest number” (no, that is not another steal from Social- 


ism. There is nothing socialistic about it. 


It is wholly democratic— 


democratic in origin, democratic in spirit, democratic in application and 
democratic in present usage and understanding), and we should seek 
further development in light, understanding, knowledge. 

It may be that the full and complete realization of our quest is in- 
extricably bound up in “knowledge absolute,” by which is meant, not 
only the sum total of all knowledge clarified and free from all error, but 
the whole of truth—that which is known and that which remains still 
undiscovered, but this need not deter us. 

If we but pin our faith to science, if we but make the scientists, who 
are ever blasting out new truth in the laboratories our high priests, we 


shall progress. 


However, we are not yet ready to start on our expedition, and when 
we are we are not going to march right into the eryptic and obscure. 
We will talk simply and plainly, which means loosely, of course, but is 


the better way for all. 


Besides expeditions must be organized. 


So must cults. 


And as good a way to begin organizing as any other is to choose a 


name. 
Ever hear of the Gnostics? 


The Gnostics were an early Christian sect. 

They believe much that was erroneous, fantastic and altogether fool- 
ish, but they held one tenet at least that was interesting. 

They stoutly contended that, “knowledge rather than faith was the 


better road to Heaven.” 


We, of course, are only concerned with a heaven on earth, but we 
believe firmly that democracy, if it develdpes and evolves along right 


lines, will achieve that heaven.

“FREEZY” STILL INTERESTED 


It had been s0 long since we had anything 
from E. S, Fries, (Freezy) that we were be- 
gunning to think his soldier duties had caused 
} to lose interest in the skating game, but 
not so. Freezy is just as much of a skating 
fan as ever, and be kicks in with a dandy 
letter whick we pass along to our readers. 
liere it 18: 


My Dear Editor—Here’s saying 0. K. to Tom 
Condon’s little dope on the way a rink mana- 
cor makes a business pay year after year. He 
ought to know as he has worked for some that 
don't know what it is to quit for a season, 

In addition to what he has already told 
about keeping the skates in constant repair, 
let me say this, it is just as barmful to the 
business to have several different makes of 
skates in one’s equipment as it Is to bave them 
out of commission, Patrons that are used to 
one make of skates perbaps will not like an 
other make, even tho they are in perfect shape. 
Then on some occasions a Manager will 
heard to say, “I don’t want to buy a new line 
of skates as my patrons are satisfied with the 
kind I have now,.”” They may be satisfied but, 
how does he know but what they will be bet- 
ter satisfied with a new brand if they are a 
better skate and he can save money by pur 
chasing them. 

1 have worked in every position in a rink 
from the boxes up and have worked for some 
men who are like a wheel in a rut. They 
stick to one policy and no one can change their 
course even tho they are convinced that they 
will profit by the advice. Some men hate to 
acknowledge that they are in the wrong and 
would rather lose out in a deal than to let 
anyone know that they are not up-to-the-minute 
in the management of their rink. 


Here is another important thing about the 
management of a rink that I have just had 
a little experience with. It is about arguments 
and fighting on the rink floor or in the rink. 
Everyone with an ounce of sense, knows what 
harm this does, yet there are instances that 
show that it is not completely wiped out of 
the skating game. I can say and back it up, 
that there has never been more than one on 
any floor that I bave managed and that was 
treated with «uch severe punishment that it 
Was not repeated, 

The first place to stop the chance of having 
a disorderly and co-called ‘“‘Hard Crowd” in 
your rink is to have a real man at your door. 
By this I mean just one thing, the door man 
should be ome who says a thing and means 
every word of it. He does not have to be of 
the rough variety but should be as dignified as 
the rest of the staff. If he allows someone to 
pass bim whom he cannot handle, how can 
the men on the floor have any jurisdiction over 
them? It is much easier to reject a man at 
the door than it is to take him from the floor. 

Now that the game is on the way to big 
business to call the rinks all over the coun 
try, due no doubt to the fact that all the unil- 
formed men are skating, let's hope that the 
rink men are far-sighted enough to see that it 
is not queered by petty-larceny cases that 
can be done away with by having an efficient 
door Man.

E. S. FRIES, (“FPREEZY") 
Washington Barracks, D. C, 
FRANK VERNON WRITES 


In the Nov. 16 issue we published an article 
Tegarding installing new skates each year, and 
ventured the guess that the manager referred 
to in the item as being the only one who op- 
erated a rink for five successive years at a pro- 
fit was Hilbert W. English. But we lose our 
guess. Frank Vernon, who wrote the article in 
question, writes that he referred to Dd. 
Mathis, proprietor and manager of the Roll 
Away Rink at Portland, Maine. 

“Mr, Mathis made his skates and floor a big 
feature and had one of the best paying rinks 
in the country,” says Vernon. ‘“‘He figured he 
could easily sell the skates be used one season 
at a good price and, by adding a little more, 
buy new equipment. He figurea that doing 
this would put bim to no more expense than it 
would to buy new wheels and otber parts to 
put the ones he used into good shape again." 

“Second band skates,’’ continues Vernon, 
“that is skates that have been used one season 
and fixed up, are all right, but when you of- 
fer the public in a new rink skates that had 
been run for several years with old, worn-out 
wheels, that’s what I call Junk—and over two- 
thirds of the present day managers are offering 
this kind of skate. ‘Tis true a good skate man 
is essential to a rink, but how many first-class 
skate men are there. Very few. The main 
thing to make a rink a success it to bar the 
rowdys and undesirables, keep the rink clean 
and sanitary and make it as modern as your 
purse will allow. The manager should make it 
bis business always to be cordial to all the pa 
trons and see that their wants and tequirements 
are being taken care of in every way. Plenty 
of local and occasionally professional attrac 
tions will stimulate the business. Don’t wait 
until your business is dead and then offer them 
attractions, for then it is too late. I have been 
in the business for 36 years and I know what I 
'm talking about, I state again that the rink 
came has been put to its downfall in many 
places by a poor equipment. And it {is impos- 
sible to bulld up a business where it has been 
killed, Of course three or four years later it 
can be done, but not the next season. It has 
been tried and has failed in every case.”

BIRTH OF A RACE 
Op ns at Blackstone, Chicago 
Much REE Photoplay 
Finally Presented on the 


Screen — Deals Largely 
With Biblical Events 


Chicago, Dec. 6.—The mammoth photoplay, 


‘The Birth Of A Race, the story of a great 


peace—in two parts, has at last found its way to 
the public. Its opening showing was given Sun- 
day evening, Dec. ist, the Blackstone Theater 
having been rented for an entire month (we un- 
derstand the rental is $6,000.00). Of course 
there was a full house, 

The picture is perhaps the worst conglomera- 
tion of mixed purposes and attempts ever thrown 
together. It’s a case of too many cooks, and 
they certainly did their best to spoil the broth— 
pictorially speaking. The orginal intention was 
to make The Birth Of A Race an answer to D. 
W. Griffith’s great picture of Thomas Dixon's 
story of Reconstruction days. The purpose was 
changed and-an effort made to make it deal with 
the prejudice against the Jews. Before enough 
stock could be sold to members of these two op- 
pressed races the war came on and the idea was 
again changed to suit the needs of the hour. The 
picture was reorganized in its managerial force. 
It- was also reorganized in its pictorial purpos-. 
The Kaiser and the war lords then became the 
eentral figures in the themé, 

The story opened with a prologue of the Kai- 
ser and his Lords debating the proposition of 
starting the war which engulfed the world. A 
visitor worked his way into the meeting and 
Pleaded for the world. This visitor was the 
accepted character of Jesus, The scene then 
reverts to the creation of the world, after which 
it is a constant hop, skip and a jump from cen- 
tury ‘to century, ané from age to age, from coun- 
try to country, and from people to people, al- 
most to the close, 

The first part of the picture, which runs an 
hour, is devoted to this episodical treatment of 
varied purposes. It is pictorially excelleat work 
in most of its scenes. It lacks any tangible rea- 
son and is about as easy to follow as the dic- 
tionary is to redd. It deals with great biblical 
events and depends upon what one knows about 
the Bible, rather than on what is presented upon 
the screen for its success. It is more educa- 
tional than entertaining. 

Thé second part drops into the regular moving 
picture story and has nothing out of the ordi- 
nary to recommend it. It is q fair ten-cent pic- 
ture, melodramatic in the extreme and full of 
inconsistiencies. : 

The spirit of the picture’s preachment went 
glimmering when the producer and the scenario 
‘writers had the little white boy trounce the lit- 
tle colored boy—the play to the gallery could not 
be resisted. The gentle lesson taught by the 
power of example was too impotent for this 
blood-thirsty age. In many other ways the pic- 
ture violated its own ‘eachings and vitiated its 
own purpose, 

‘There were three unusually well-acted charac- 
ters in the picture. They were: Fritz Schmidt, 
as portrayed by Ben Hendricks; Frau Schmidt by 
Alice Gale; Herr Von ‘'H., by Ed Elkus. The act- 
ing thruout was satisfactory. 

The psychological time for the great second 
part passed about a year ago, still the second 
part, presented alone, would make a better pic- 
ture than hooked up with the biblical spectacles, 
It is said that 5,000 stockholders here in Chicago 
are saying to themselves: ‘‘So this then is the 
$1,000,000.00 picture which was sold to us, 
guaranteed to be a world-beater as a financial 
bonanza,—SELAH.”

December 9 there will be no censorship of films 
for export by the Customs or the Committee 


on Public Information, Shippers will be re- 
quired to obtain licenses from the War Trade 
Board as heretofore, the elimination of the 
censorship having no connection with the War 
Trade Board procedure.

TO FINANCE PRODUCERS 


Plan of the Independent Sales Corpora- 
tion and Film Clearing House 
To Aid Producers 


New York, Dec. 7.—While the operations of 
the Independent Sales Corporation are definitely 
limited to the maintaining of a large force of 
film salesmen thruout the country for the sole 
purpose of booking pictures, it will not be con- 
cerned in the producing of pictures or in the 
physical distribution of productions. However, 
it recently became known that an important part 
of its functions is the financing of producers in 
so far as a cash advance on finished negatives is 
concerned and also the financing of prints and 
advertising. 

This places the Independent Sales Corporation 
in a position where it can close with producers or 
groups of producers immediately to take full 
charge of the advertising and marketing of their 
pictures, while at the same time sharing with 
them the burden of the cost of production. The 
physical distribution of the pictures, which is a 
thing apart from the activities of Independent 
Sales Corporation, is taken care of by a special 
arrangement between this company and the 
Film Clearing House, which specialized in that 
branch of the exchange business. Both compan- 
ies make themselves responsible directly to the 
producer for their part in the handling of his 
product. Expert care of his film and guaranteed 
weekly reports and money settlements are prom- 
ised by the Clearing House, while the Sales 
Company holds itself fully responsible for ade- 
quate bookings. 


NATIONAL DISTRIBUTION 


Of Ford Educational Weekly by Gold- 
wyn, Beginning Next January 


New York, Dec. 7.—Effective January 12 and 
weekly thereafter, Goldwyn Distributing Corpo-

Some Interesting Questions As To Its Present 
Status—Its Recent History and Leader- 
ship—Plenty of Good Material 


By W. STEPHEN BUSH. 


The exhibitor will never be the Master of his 
Sereen until be is fully organized on a national 
basit, Until then not he but manipulstors of 
various kinds will tell him what he must do with 
bis sere@n, Their Interest and the interest of 
the exhibiter will naturally conflict and where- 
ever the exhibitor stands alone as against pow- 
erful operators the conflict will invariably end 
to his detriment. 


The ideal of q strong national union of owners 
and managers of motion pictrue theatres will 
persist uftil in due time it ,will be fully real- 
ize «As We can calculate the probabilities of 
the future only by studying and profiting by the 
experience of the past it will do ne harm to say 
a few words about the history of the national 
orgtnization 1 refer entirely to its recent his- 
tory. Having been intimately associated with 
the causé of organization for more than a decade 
and being still profoundly interested in the wel- 
fare and prestige of the motion picture I may 
lack perepective. Having taken sides In differ- 
efhees of views and opinions I may lack impar- 
tiality. I feel, however, that I am thinking and 
writing in good faith and animated by no de- 
sire whatever except the greatest good for the 
greatest number. 

The conception of a national and active league 
of exhibitors was probably nearest its realiza- 
tion at the Chicago National Convention in 1916. 
Selfom had I seen more sincere and enthusiastic 
delegates. There was a keen consciousness of a 
true community of interest and there was not the 
slightest trace of any factionalism. A great 
many honored names in the world of exhibitors 
then first sprang into prominence. There was 
Thomas Furniss of Minnesota who had done yeo- 
man’s work in the cause of organization in the 
Northwest; Erpest Horstmann, whose name had 
becom® a synonym fur efficiency in organization 
all thru New England; O'Donnell who had waged 
a bitter and finally successful battle for genuine 
exhibitors’ organizations in his own state of 
Pennsylvania; Dr. Hespe, one of the most unsel- 
fish and thdefatigable workers in an nnopromising 
field: the old reliable Brophy and the young en- 
thusiast, Momand, both from Oklahoma. These 
mep made a splendid addition to the nucleus al- 
ready existing and in which must be counted 
such pioneers as L. A. Buettner, Sam Sucknow, 
Mosher, Hubbard, Wolf of New York State, not 
forgetting such old war-horses in the City of New 
York as Trigger, Oestreicher, Needles, Rbonhei- 
mer, Hilkemeier, Hartstall aud others too num 
erous to mention. There were other pioneers such 
as F. A. Honig and Louls De Hoff of Maryland, 
Frank Rembusch of Indiana, Phillipps of Wis- 
consin and the other Philips of Texas, Peter 
Jeupp of Michigan, Sam Bullock of Ohio. I am 
mentioning these names almost at. random just 
to show what splendid materials were always to 
be found among exhibitors. The list might be 
prolonged to fill] many a page of The Billboard, 
but that would lead me too far afield from the 
object of this article. 


It is unprofitable to hold post mortems, but the 
fact remains that the excellent promises held out 
by the events In Chicago in 1916 failed utterly 
in the Convention held in t#e same city the year 
after, Whatever the cause there developed at 
that convention a most bitter and determined op- 
position te the men in charge of the machinery 
of organization. This opposition I am bound to 
Say Was too strongly animated by personal pre 
Judices to make a compromse possible. The fac 
tions remained hostile and in irreconcilable mood 
to the very end. One faction decided to hold a 
convention in Boston, the other was to meet at 
Detroit. I do not know whether the Detroit 
meeting was evr held, but from all accounts 
the Boston Conven.ion which deserved better did 
bet come up to expectations and showed a dis 
tinct and painful decline of the national idea. 
The spirit of mutual confidence, the sense of 
power, the fine sense of reeponsibility to 
their fellow exhibitors, the ampttion to accom- 
plish big things was wanting. New York and 
New England constituted the main body of the 
Celegates. The South, which both in quality and 


Quantity had shown up so finely in 1917 Was 
missing. 


Is it not passing strange that we have so 
many efficient state organizations while the 
nations! league has never found its feet? 

If 2916 the Producers and Distributors ap- 
pearec berore the Exhibitors’ Conventicn and 
asked tuem to join the National Association, This 
“es a significant tribute paid to the power of 
‘\e organized exhibitor, A year later two fight- 
‘ng exhibitor faetions begged for the kind en- 
Corsement of the National Association and now 


the National League constitutes ‘“‘The Exhibi- 
tor's Branch’’ of the National Association. Does 
this mean that it has given up its own separate 
existence? Is it no longer an independent body 
with independent aims of its own? Are its in- 
terests 60 small and unimportant that they may 
always be treated as distinctly subordinate to 
other interests? I say ‘“‘other’’ interests not 
larger because there are no larger interests than 
the exhibitors’, These interests may and some 
times do run parallel with tne Interests of other 
branches. When the common enemy attacks the 
industry he must be met by one common united 
film parliament, In other matters, however, we 
all know that the interests of the exhibitor are 
net always identical with the interests of other 
branches; we know that at times they are diame- 
trically opposed. What has become of the old 
ideal often advocated in print and by word of 
mouth at conventions—the old ideal which con- 
templated a etrong and compact organization of 
each separate branch, Internal differences were 
to be adjusted by committees representing each 
branch; attacks from without were to be met by 
co-operation. 

Frankly I do not belleve that it is to the best 
interests of the industry to have the exbibitors 
of the country merge their identity in an organ- 
ization in which other interests dominate the sit- 
uation, There is enough capable leadership in 
the league and it will come to the front with the 
certainty of a natural law. I hope that the 
league will recover from its present lethargy. A

SUNDAY SHOWS IN BALTIMORE 
The New Theater. Entertains Men in 
the Service Free of Charge Every 
Sunday Evening 


Iouis A. DeHoff, the managing director of 
the New Theater at Baltimore and one of the 
leaders in organization im Maryland, paid a 
visit to the office of The Billboard on a recent 
trip to New York and told of the great success 
he has had with free Sunday exhibitions to the 
upiformed men in the service. The law of 
Maryland puts a ban on Sunday entertain- 
ments of any kind. The Sabbatarian fanatics 
in that State are powerful politically and only 
at the last session of the legislature a bill to 
legalize a modified form of Sunday baseball was 
defeated thru their influence. 

“When I saw the men in the service suf- 
fering from the fearsome dullness of our 18th 
century ‘Sabbath’ I felt that they were the 
victims of a superstition we ought to have out- 
grown long ago. I1 applied to the police for a 
special pertait to give these men a free show 
every Sunday between 3 and 6 p.m. The 
clergy was up in arms at once, but I enlisted the 
support of some patriotic and liberalminded citi- 
zens and secured the permit. It was certainly 
a fine and pleasant sight to see these men, 
many of whom had seen active and dangerous4 
service abroad, enjoy themselves. I let them 
smoke, too, but there was always an air of 
dignity about it all and we opened the show 
with the Lord’s Prayer, honoring the character 
of the day.”’ 

Mr. DeHoff reports business in Baltimore ex- 
eellent. 
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As a rule the exhibitor, like every other mor- 
tal, is most responsive to the call for organiza- 
tion when he is actually oppressed. Unprepar- 
edness has been one of our specialties, In times 
of general contentment and prosperity the spirit 
of organization is generally at its lowest ebb. 
With the coming of a world peace and with the 
coming of a great revival of American export to 
the markets of the world in every industry ex- 
hibitors may get a new era of prosperity. In 
any event, however, there ought to be a great con- 
vention at St, Louis, The average exhibitor, the 
man with a small theatre, will have to fight 
harder than ever to keep himself alive and his 
investment profitable. Monopolistic combinations 
of big theatres are Just as dangerous as mono- 
polistic combinations ef manufacturers. 


If the exhibitors of the country, the great 
hard-working rank and file, can be interested in 
the national idea as they were interested once 
a most successful convention might be expected. 
This interest can easily be revived if the great 
masses of exhibitors can be convinced of the 
existence of an unselfish leadership. The great 
cohesive and fertile principle of every league 
must be this: The. leaders must work for the 
sake of the honor which leadership brings: and 
they must be willing to share the benefits of 
organization with every member of the organi- 
zation, Such leadership is rare. In my next ar- 
ticle I shall have something interesting to say 
on this all-important subject.

THE COMMON CAUSE

SOBS ARE ‘CHECKED BY LAUGHTER, 
SMILES ARE DRENCHED IN TEARS! 

This explains perhaps why THE COMMON 
CAUSE is one of the screen sensations of the 
year. It is the most realistic, enthralling story 
of patriotism, patential with uplifting thoughts, 
ever reproduced upon the silver sheet. It not 
only embodies events of the past but its success 
will be permanent, for its theme fits the present 
and the future of this—and all countries. It is 
a gripping visualization of human emotions, of 
historical periods showing how America and the 
Allies made their joint fight and crushing sacri- 
fice that civilization might survive.

BILLPOSTERS 


Hold Convention in Boston 


International Alliance Biannual 
‘Session Is Interesting and 
Instructive—Officers 
Elected 


Boston, Dec. 9.—The bi-annual convention of 
the International Alliance of Billposters and 
Billers of the United States and Canada was 
held in Elks’ Hall December 2 to 5. Presi- 
dent P. F, Murphy, of Chicago, presided. 


The customary reports of committees were 
received and approved and various other mat 
ters of interest to the fraternity discussed, and 
plans laid for the future welfare of the Alli- 
ance and its members. 

The chief business during the convention was 
a circus agreement, which expired December 2. 
The committee in charge reported that they 
had successfully renewed the agreement with 
Ringling Bros.’ Greater Shows, likewise with 
Barnum & Bailey and the John Robinson Shows, 
whereby the billers would get an increase in 
salary from $60 to $75 per month, an increase 
for meals from 40 to 60 cents, and an increase 
for. lodging from 75 cents to $1, which was 
satisfactory to all parties concerned. 

The agreement was signed at Boston for 
Ringling Bros.’ Greater Shows and Barnum & 
Bailey by W. H. Horton, general representative 
of Ringling Bros., and for the John Robinson 
Circus by George C. Moyer. This agreement 
will expire December 3, 1920, It has been re- 
ported on good authority that the other circuses 
will fall in line. 

The delegates also changed the date of fu- 
ture conventions from the first Monday in De- 
cember to the second Monday in July. The 
next convention will be held during July, 1920, 
in New York City.

documentary resume of the growth of the 
outdoor amusement as it has been developed. 
This talk deserves much study, as it was very 
fundamental. He showed how the fair has 
gradually taken the lead from the circus, and 
how all the showmen had been helped in their 
determination to show and have their shows 
moved by the railroads. This was obtained 
thru the co-operation of the fair association, 
le said. His work on the line of tax collec- 
tions on fairs and attractions was very much 
in the line of interest to all present, This was 
one of the vital problems of the meeting.

This message included the good 
wishes of the association for his speedy recov- 
ery and return to his former sphere of activity. 

Edgar T, Wheelock, the publicity expert, of 
St. Lovis, was given the floor at the opening 
of the Thursday morning session, and he set 
forth the claims of that city as the meeting 
place for the next convention. 

Mr. Knight, of Texas, then took the floor and 
in a neat speech set forth the splendid educa- 
tional and utilitarian contents of the address 
of President Sponsler and asked that it be pub- 
lished. It was ordered printed for distribution 
among the members, 

E, J. Curtin, superintendent of speed and 
member of the lowa State Board of Agriculture, 
Decorah, Iowa, read a paper which will mean 
feform in this line of sport. His subject was 
What Position Shall We Take Towards the 
Contemplated Horseman's Association? Fifty 
thousand horses have been trained for the races 
in a single year, he said, while 10,000 entered 
the races and only 500 paid expenses. He gave 
some valuable statistics, gatbered from the 
various races pulled off in thie country. Har- 
ness racing, he stated, is now simply classed 
as vaudeville. He urged that the custom of 
demanding entrance fees and other entailments 
be abolished, and that a closer relation between 
the fairs and Horsemen's Association should 
be encouraged. 

Messrs. MclIlvain and Smith, of South Da- 
kota, told of the practical results obtained, as 
they have tried this out this year. They were 
well pleased with the results and will try the 
same plan next year. 

How the State of Montana Finances Its Fair 
was then discussed by Horace S. Ensign, Secre- 
tary of the Montana State Fair, Helena, ‘Mon- 
tana. This proved to be a technical recital of 
the ways and means the board handles the 
money, conducts the business and plans its ac- 
tivity. 


Art for All the People was then presented by 
Dud Crafts Watson, director of the Mil- 
wau Art Institute, Milwaukee. He showed 
that there are now more than 1,400 profes- 
sional artists and painters in America. He 
showed the new awakening to the yalue of art 

a commercial sense since the war started. 
His description of what the artists have done 
to improve conditions thru the work of the 
State fairs of Illinois, Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota was an eye opener, His work was sanely 
sensible and hooked the artist right up with the 
people—even if he had to plow thru menure to 
Teach them. Each artist whose pictures were 
shown at the Minnesota Fairs was given a crit- 
icism of his offerings. He described the won- 
@erful efficiency of the new art of camouflage 
@s it has been developed in the works of war. 
He then illustrated with a series of slides the 
kind of pictures that are shown at the various 
mg This was a marvelously interesting 
our. ‘ 


Advisabiity of Tuberculin Test Requirements 
for All Show Cattle was the subject of an ad- 
dress by H. B. Smith, Live Stock Commissioner, 
Chicago Live Stock Exchange. He stated that 
tuberculosis is the greatest menace to the cat- 
tle induetry now confronting this country. He 
showed that out of 10,000,000 cattle slaughtered 
in a year 22,000 were affected with tuberculo- 
sis. Ten per cent of all the hogs were found 
so affectedy Inspection conducted by New 
York City showed that 23 per cent of all the 
tuberculosis trouble was traced to the milk 
and beef supply of the city. 

R. A, Brown, president Alabama State Fair, 
Birmingham, talked on the subject, Fairs as 
Headache Makers, dealing with the troubles 
and hardships growing out of the Spanish in- 
fluenza epidemic. In spite of the fact that his 
board lost $30,000, it is coming back smil- 
ing, to open next year with a bigger, better 
and greater fair than ever, he said. 

The problem of securing a larger morning at- 
tendance brought out numerous ideas as to how 
this could be best secured. The problem of ad- 
yertising also brought out some very inter- 
esting facts. J. W. Russwurm explained that 
Nashville spends $10,000 on publicity, showing 
that the three effective ways of advertising 
are newspapers, billboards and cloth signs. Mr. 
Ray Spear, publicity man for the Minnesota 
Fair, gave a talk that showed that 65 to 75 
per cent of their advertising appropriations are 
used for newspaper publicity. He advocated 
that all fairs should spend from 8 to 10 per 
cent of the total receipts for publicity. Pub- 
licity proved to be the one theme that opened 
the siniceways to an unending flow of oratory 
and discussion. 

A. E. Brown made the report of the Board 
of Appeals.

ning the war, The Committee agreed to con 
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yene in Washington early in January. Owing to 
the press of affairs personal to them and the 
great institutions they represent, beth Mr. 
Stratton and Mr. Simpson were prevented from 
attending. I began the work, however, hoping 
for the arrival of one or both of these gentle- 
men at an early date. I visited various cepart- 
ments of the government and Consulted with 
many Senators and Congressmen, 1 also visited 
the British Mission and the French High Com 
mission upon several occasions, having been in- 
yited to do so. I found the Executive Depart- 
ments ready and walling to co-operate to the ex- 
tent of their powers and consistant with their 
appropriations, The Legislators were in full ac 
cord with the idea of co-operation. ‘They all 
agreed that the Fairs of America could be of 
great use to the Government at such a time and 
hoped arccangewents might be made for all pos- 
sible co-operation by making practical exhibits 
and demonstrations of government activities. 
The office of exhibits of the Department of 
Agriculture Was the nucleus for all effective op- 


eration. Assistant Secretary Ousley of the 
Department of Agriculture discussed the sub- 
ject, gave it careful consideration and decided 


after consultation with Secretary Houston to 
recommend to Prof. F, Lamson Scribner, Expert 
on Exhibits, the fullest co-operation consistant 
with available means. Mr. Scribner with his 
able and energetic assistant, Mr. Clarence Orms- 
by, took bold of the situation and gave valuable 
counsel and effective advice, and directed the 
general course of events. They fully com- 
prebend Fair and Exposition work and have a 
beart in it. 1 am glad to know we shall have 
the pleasure of their attendance at this meeting 
and that we will bear their discussions and sug- 
gestions. 

It is impractical to convey to you the detail 
of my seven weeks in Washington, The inci- 
dents are now unimportant and what resulted is 
within the common knowledge of us all. There 
was much of the time that was not spent 
very pleasantly, because I was alone, and when 
one is in such a place on such a mission 
he feels the need of consultation, For qa time 
it seemed that the Office of Information would 
take charge of the Government's activities and 
co-operate with the Fairs and Expositions. In 
fact, it was practically so determined at one 
time. But when the various Executive Depart- 
ments appointed special men to represent them 
it was decided to make the Office of Exbibits 
the managerial head, It was only natural to do 
and how well Prof. Scribner and his assistants 
did the work is fully appreciated, 

The Government generally moves clowly, New 
or ammendatory propositions usually require 
much time for consideration before final action 
is taken but our matter moved apace. The Di- 
rector of Railroads, Mr. McAdoo, gave the co-op- 
erative proposition life and energy when he de- 
cided to set apart two baggage cars for each of 
six circuits over which the exhibits should be car- 
ried. Thru influenze of friends we secured from 
him an early and favorable ruling with respect to 
Fairs and entertainment companies being worthy 
and belpful institutions in time of war, and that 
they would be promptly handled by the rail- 
roads. The decision was written by Hon. O. A. 
Price by direction of Secretary McAdoo, I had 
the letter photographed and set a copy to each 
Member of this Association, We also secured an 
interpretation of the Internal Revenue Act from 
Commissioner Roper which indicated a further 
friendliness and appreciation of the benefits of 
agricultural fairs. The law was so g)rased as 
to indicate most plainly that Congress intended 
to exempt fairs from tax to every reasonable 
extent. Mr. Roper's letter was also photo- 
graphed and sent to all Members. This decision 
was not followed at all the fairs, but should 
have been. I desire to remark here, parenthe- 
cially, that Mr. Frank L. Albert, Secretary of 
the National Outdoor Showmen’s a.-éociation, 
was a most active and eicient friend to this 
Association and its Committeemen. He was 
able in counsel and helpful in every way. Fairs 
and fair managers are eligible to membership in 
the 0. S. A. and I sugest a close co-operation 
with it. I also want to pay acknowledgments to 
Captain Joseph J. Hittinger, Q. M. C., U. 8. A., 
who represented the War Department, and who 


gave most emient and valuable counsel and assis- 
tance, 

All these events reveal the friendly attitude of 
the Government toward practical co-operation. 
They made the work of Prof. Scribner more def- 
inite and certain and the result was the rapid 
assemblage of exhibits, Details with respect to 
routing, terminal arrangements, etc., were 
vigorously persued. It was self-evident that all 
the Members of this Association could not be 
complimented by an exhibit the first year, con- 
sequently circuits were organized, to include as 
many as could possibly be reached, comprised of 
about thirty-five Fairs and Expositions. The in- 
Stitution visited by the exhibit were obligated 
to pay freight and some other expense for which 
each made a deposit with the Disbursing Officer 
of the Agricultural Department. His final ad- 
justment of deposits has just now been made 
und the unexpended balance distributed. 

It was agreed upon that such others of our 
Memebers as might be reached in other ways 
were also to be cared for, The Officers of this 
Association and the Government Officials did 
all they could to serve all our Members. In the 
results secured, valuable and timely service was 
rendered by Mr. Stratton, Mr. Simpson, Mr. 
Maban, Mr. Striplin, Mr, Dickinson, Mr. Mc- 


Iivaine, Mr. Davison, Mr. Gocher and Mr. Dan- 
ielson, each of whom spent from one to ten 
days in Washington while part or all of the 
Committee was there. All Secretaries stood 
ready to help upon call and acted promptly on 
each and every suggestion for assistance. 

In the latter part of June I called the Execu- 
tive Committee to meet in Chicago to present our 
request for excursion rates before a Meeting 
of the Regional Passenger Agents of the Rail- 
roads of the United States. We were given 
prompt and respectful hearing. The railroad 
committee also took up the matter of rates and 
succeeded when success appeared to be impossi- 
ble. In July the order was made by the Di- 
rector General of Railroads granting excursion 
rates of one-and-a-third fare for round trip in 
all states to Fairs and Expositions. 

Some confusion occurred at some fairs holding 
on early dates regarding the shipping of exhibits 
which threatened dire calamity to cattle and 
other displays, but the matter was taken up and 
handled by wire, quickly remedied and the 
trouble subsided. Secretary Don V. Moore of 
Grand Forks, North Dakota certainly stirred 
things up with his telegrams. Your committee 
and officers secured a declaration of the Federal 
Administration that Fairs and Exposi-

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tions were necessary and essential institu- 
tions--an assurance that the free return of 
live stock and other exhibite on the railroads 
would be maintained—an interpreation of the 
revenue act entirely friendiy and favorable— 
a general excursion rate of one and one-half fare 
for round trip to all agricultural fairs; and 
greater ‘Federal co-operation in this one year 
than in all the previous years vf our national 
existence. All at at expense of less than $1,200, 


Co-operation of public service between the 
Federal Government and the Fairs and Exposi- 
tions was not instituted merely or purely as a 
war measure. It is a policy as wholesome in 
time of peace as in time of war, and I believe 
it will continue, The great lepartments of this 
Government go on and on, They have their ser- 
vice to perform for the benefit and progress of 
the nation. There will never be a time in the 
future policies of this government when eort for 
Progress will be abandoned, The principles ly- 
ing at the base of the Fairs and Expositions of 
this country are as nearly eternal as are the 
basic principles of our jurispondence, From 
time immemorial progress has been made by 
comparison, All mankind in gll ages have prog- 
ressed by the use of the mental faculty of 
comparison. Comparison is one of the greatest 
words in language—and no language exists with- 
out that word or a word which expresses a like 
meaning. The comparative faculty of the bu- 
man mind “‘Is that power of the intellect by 
which, from knowledge acquired and conserved, 
the mind forms general conceptions and applies 
them in judgment and reasoning; it is the ra- 
tional faculty, otherwise expressed by the word 
“thought.’’ Comparison is termed by some au- 
thorities as the elaborate faculty and by others» 
as teh thought faculty. Philosphical writers 
treat conception as comparison of objects: 
Judgment, the comparison of conceptions and 
reasoning the comparison of judgment. The 
comparative method used in the sciences has 
produced comparative anatomy: Comparative 
philology; Comparatice ethnology; Comparative 
physiology, etc. Our common schools and in- 
stitutions of higher learning, however, teach 
mostly by the use of abstract and abstruce 
methods. Fairs and Expositions teach by the 
use of object lessons—by the use of concrete 
forms, individual examples, all actual visual 
things. The visitors seeing these objects pro- 
perly classified and arranged conceives them, 
judges them and reasons upon them. The good 
derived therefrom depends upon the mental ca- 
pacity of the observer; but whether that mental} 
capacity is great or small more can be learned 
and more wholesome ideals originated, impressed 
and lodged, than can be gained by any other 
methed, The sense of comparison is one of the 
first noted in the unfolding development of the 
child and continues his principal faculty to his 
dotage. Consequently it is a scientific fact that 
the object lessons of the fair are productive of 
education even tho the visitor be unconcious of 
the fact that he is being educated. Thus the 
remark, made by one of the most profound 
thinkers it has ever been my good fortune to 
meet, that “A great fair affords opportunity for 
a liberal education’ impresses Me more and 
more. It was for purposes of comparison that 
Fairs were originated and it will ever be so. 


With the great states of this country perma- 
nently committed to the State Fair idea, to- 
gether with hundreds of counties, cities and 
districts having established institutions of like 
character which, altogether, serve the demands 
of from twenty-five to thirty millions of people 
annually, I beileve the governemnt will co-operate 
more extensively from year to year. The fairs 
are annalogous to the public schools, in that 
since every generation must learn for itself, the 
educational institutions must be perpetual. Chil- 
dren or grown people may inherit property but 
they cannot inherit mental training or infor- 
mation; and upon these depeds the success of 
our people as individuals and citizens, and upoy 
the education of the masses depends the per- 
petuity of free institutions and free govern- 
ment.

It is qa show of the models or samples of pro- 
duction, Every department is filled with the 
product of industry. It is the only opportunity 
for progress and improvement in the live stock 
industry, and this industry is of the utmost im- 
portance to our national wealth and well-being. 
Every animal of every breed shown or its an- 
cestors bas been thru the sbow ring for pur- 
poses of comparison, Acting upon the breeders 
wjaxim that “like produces like’ the winners 
are mated with consequent positive improvement, 
All informed stockmen are acquainted with the 
fact of the result. Had it not been for the show 
ring and the opportunities therein offered for 
comparison there would have been little or no 
improvement in any clase of live stock, It is 
now well known that the cheapest pound of 
meat produced is that pound which is bred upon 
the animal. The Fair has thus not only per- 
formed a most valuable service, but must be 
Muintained to prevent retrogression, Surely the 
co-operative spirit of the government will be en- 
listed to give greater significance and dignity | 
and effectiveness to the basic principles of the 
fairs and Expositions of this country, 

1 have tried to put some facets and features in 
this address even at the risk of being tedious 
and tiresome to you and also of having the ap- 
pearance, possibly, of being pedantic, in order 
to make gq tuller and more complete record of 
some of tue salient principies lying at the base 
of our particular educational institution. I have 
done this, too, because my experience and ob- 

rvation has taught Me that there are men oc- 
cupying important official positions in both the 
State and Federal Government who do not hold 
the proper conception of the Fair, neither do 
they comprebend its tremendous importance as a 
facwr for practical progress, And, also, for the 
further reason of impressing upon the newer 
students of Fair wanagement the importance of 
continuously emphasizing the educational fea- 
tures, and the genuine importance of keeping 
the Fair before the people as an educational in- 
stitution, The entertainment features must ip 
BDO wise be overivuked or under estimated, They 
@re the adornwents of the institution and con- 
sequently viluliy important, Fully as much may 
be said for the social opportunities afforded. It 
ig these two tUlings, however, that the people 
enjoy sv much thal wey reler to them More 
often in subsequent conversation than they do 
to the educational features, and thus lead many 
to hold the mistaken notion that the Fair is a 
huge picnic and we place tor tle .enjoyment 
of an outing, solety. But be that as it may, 
the object lessons bave dove tueir work, and 
ideals Lave been implanted in wewory too tech- 
nical for common conversation, too iwportant 
to be forgotten and tvo useful not to be of pro- 
fitable service. ‘Lhis is especially true with re- 
spect to cliluren, Dey carry bome ideas and 
iueals, Quite varied in character, which actuate 
them in their life's work, 


This Association Las now doubtless entered a 
larger field—one liwitiess in possibilities, The 
work of co-operation with the Federal Govern- 
ment bas just begun. We realize fully tue task 
belure us tu uccuwplish tue results desired, But 
upon a study of tip government the Lact Is dis- 
closed that millions of dollars are annually ap- 
propriated tor evucatiobal and dewonstrationual 
purposes uud by suowing tle proper departwents 
wherein tuey could eliucge Wwe scope of their 
activities tu tue benent of the people, their aid 
and aésistance can be secured. Chiefs of Bureaus 
@re strong and powerful wen in Washington as a 
rule. Congress wll come to the subject in a 
most friendly atiiiude by the proper presenta- 
tion of the beneuts to be secured by the people 
of all the states. Our proposilion is in nowise 
sectional or sells, it is as brvad as the union 
and as uviversal us tue sum of the vocations of 
men, It is an ail-embracing ideal that attracts 
the attention at once of Stateswen without re- 
gard to location or political affiliation, Our task 
is to suggest to our friends in ‘ongress the 
practicability of co-ordinated effort upon the 
part of the various Federal Departments, 

The Government at Waslington is a wonderful 
institution. Its thousands of Offices manned by 
tens of thousands of vllicers and clerks is a be- 
wildering maze of complexities to one who is a 
student of public affairs, and no one individual 
can comprehend its numberless intricacies. Still, 
like the maxim of law that ‘everybody is pre- 
sumed to know tue law’ so everybody is pre- 
sumed to know what their government is dowg 
and the purpose of its all. It bas not over- 
looked the educational factors of a govud gov- 
ernment and research and dewonstrational work 
is proceeding with zeal and fervor. Ours is the 
absolutely practical method of educating. It is 
much easier tu sail out upon unchartered wa- 
ters of theory thun to tread the rugged road of 
practical and progressive production. We do not 
announce a tleory—we produce and show the 
actual thing itself. The exhibitor places before 
the world a concrete positive product for obser- 
vation and study with the implied challenge to 
anyone to produce as good or better if be can. 
There is the aproximation of the ideal. It is thus 
stundards are created. 

The Government departments are filled with 
most interesting things that the people, speaking 
by and large, can never see unless co-operative 
effort with the Fairs and Expositions of this 
country becomes a fixed policy. Thus the gov- 
ernment can make a practical use of its hold- 
ings by bringing them to the people. That the 
people appreciate such government service is 
proved by the universal expresison of approval 
heard this year wherever the Government ex- 
hibited. The Federal officials are practically 
unanimously favorable and we must impress upon 
Congress the importance of giving them 
enough money to cover the expense. The total 
sum would look very small as compared with 
appropriations made for much less important 
purposes. The individual Senators and Con- 
gressmen seem interested and ready to make the 
appropriations necessary, if a proper plan is de- 
vised and presented. The field Nes open and in- 
viting before us. We must help our friends in 
Washington if we would win. I suggest that 
we continue our present policy with greater en- 
ergy and more skillful organization. 

The Office of Exhibits as now constituted 
should be enlarged and advanced to the dignity 
of a Bureau and its powers and scope of au- 
ae, increased. A continued study of the 
subject of ways and means wil disclose the pro- 


our annual dues be increased to an amount that 
this Association deems appropriate, for the pur- 
pose of having funds on hand to defray the ex- 
pense incurred by the officers and the Executive 
Committee in the furtherance of the great re- 
sults to be achieved. The whole world is about 
to enter upon a new era of progress. Individ- 
uality will be unfettered and the genius of free 
men in a free world will shine in new glory. 
The fairs must share in this new life. 

Now, with the close of this meeting my duties 
as an official will cease. As President I have 
given much of my time to the things I consid- 
ered most important and served to the best of 
my ability—time, opportunity and conditions con- 
sidered. I am profoundly impressed of the loy- 
alty of the Fair and Exposition Managers of this 
continent ‘to this Association, I have more than 
two large letter files of correspondence and 
every letter from every Secretary reveals fidelity 
to this Association, its objects and its purposes. 
I, and all Fair Managers who visited Washing- 
ton, were Most cordially and courteously re- 
ceived at all of the Executive Offices and the 
offices of the Senators and ‘Congressmen. I 
found that the presentation of my card as Pres- 
ident of the American Association of Fairs and 
Expositions acted as an immediate passport to 
all places civilians cOuld visit. These facts dem- 
onstrate the Ligh standing, of our Association 
with the men of affairs of this country. Per- 
sonally all Secretaries and Managers have been 
more than kind and helpful to me, for which I 
desire here to express aud record my profound 
and fraternal gratitude and assure you that | 
shall ever hold myself deeply indebted to you 
for your deference, your courtesy and your kind- 
ness.

were disbursed by their private checks, 
and every check, check voucher, check 
stub and record of any kind showing 
how these funds were disbursed have 


disappeared, and the bank transcript indicates 
that the entire deposit in that account of 
$10,478.35 was checked out; a part of this fund 
consisting in the sum of $4,825 borrowed thru 
an illegal loan upon the furniture of the re- 
spendent union, which sum -was expended by 
Mountford and Fitzpatrick without super- 
vision or record, and which eum the organization 
was compelled to repay to the lender out of its 
own funds. 

Point four is that the funds of the organiza- 
tion were spent by the officials without proper 
safeguard or supervision, and no record is left 
by them te jndicate that these funds were 
spent properly, or that they were even spent at 
all; thousands of dollare were disbursed each 
month in cash thru the ‘petty cash’ system, 
hereinafter set forth, with no record left to 
show who received these monies or for what 
purpose, ‘ 

Point five contends that an illegal charge 
has been made against the organization in the 
sum of $6,000 by Harry Mountford for alleged 
salary and monies advanced, instead of the or- 
ganization being indebted to him, he is heavily 
indebted to the organization for funds for 
which he has failed properly to account. 

Point six declares that the funds of the as- 
sociated actresses, amounting to upwards of 
$40,000, were withdrawn absolutely, without 
any consent on the part of the women, and 
thrown into the general fund of the organiza- 
tion, there to be dissipated and entirely con- 
sumed, 

Point seven concludes that no record is left 
to show what has been eollected from the 
members thruout all these years, nor is there 
any record to show the receipts and expen- 
ditures of the clubhouse. There 1s absolutely 
no account te show how much money has been 
expended by Mountford since his return to the 
organization in 1915. 

The following is a synopsis of the brief, 
which we are informed Joseph J. Myers, attor- 
ney for the White Rats, submitted to the ref- 
eree, together with quoted authorities in sup- 
port of his argument and fourteen points raised 
by him. 

In point one he claims that be will show in 
substance and detail that the hearings before 
the referee reenited in a complete victory for 
the White Rats’ Actors Union, The Associated 
Actreases of America and the present officers 
of the said union, who should be praised for 
their work for the union, and that during the 
time of their term of office they worked faith- 
fnlly and conscientiously for the good of the 
union, 

Point two, commenting upon the absence of 
Goldie Pemberton, before the referee, altho At- 
torney Myers states he asked Attorney Sapinsky 
to produce the plaintiff for examination at that 
time, but that he refused to bring his clignt 
within the jurisdicton of the New York Supreme 
Court, and that had she acted in good faith then 
there was no legitimate reason why she should 
not have appeared before the referee and have 
done so voluntarily. He further comments that 
undoubted- 


the influences back of the plaintiff 


ly thought it wise to keep her out of the 
jurisdiction of the courts. 

Point three affirms that every cent collected, 
spent and disposed of, no matter for what cause, 
was fully accounted for and pasged upon by a fi- 
bance committee, certified accountants examined 
all vouchers and the organization in meeting 
finally passed favorably upon these accounts, 
which were also approved by q finance com- 
mittee, 

Point four sets fort® that the evidence be- 
fore the referee clearly showed that if any 
diversion or misappropriation of the funds of 
the organization had ever happened then it 
occurred not during the terms of office of 
“Mountford or Fitzpatrick, but during the time 
when the money was raised for the building of 
the club house of the White Rats. 

Point five—All of the acts of the officials, 
while Fitzpatrick and Mountford were in office, 
were acted upon and autherized by members fm 
open meeting. 

Point six—The evidence before the court 
showed beyond a doubt that certified public ac- 
eountanis examined, passed upon, certified and 
O’Ked as correct all of the expenditures of 
moneys; accounting for all payments, receiphy 
and proper vouchers were O’Ked before the ac- 
countants finally made their accounting as to 
the same. 

Point seven—The proof clearly showed that 
the association has not as yet, paifl to Harry 
Mountford the salary due him. As to this, 
however, there is nothing to contradict this 
statement. . 

Point eight—The records before the referee 
were sufficient for a full and complete investiga- 
tion and the books that were not produced, the 
enemies of the association fully know by whom 
they were taken from the rooms of the White 
Rats, but fortunately the records taken did 
not accomplish the purpose for which the 
rooms of the association were burglarized. 

Point nine—There is not one jota of evidence 
against either Harry Mountford or James W. 
Fitzpatrick, and every cent that ever came into 
their possession has not only been acounted for, 
but verified and fully certified as having been 
properly spent for the benefit of the organiza 
tion by New York certified accountants of the 
highest reputation. This was known tg the 
attorney for Goldie Pemberton, yet he did not 
call them to the reftree to testify, altho their 
report wae before the court. 

Point ten—The account in the joint name of 
Mountford and Fitzpatrick in the Greenwich 
Bank was fully accounted for and was had in 
said bank by advice of the counsel of the or- 
ganization for the best purpose and for the 
good of the White Rats, as the evidence before 
the referee clearly shows. This account was 
also passed upon and certified by the public ac- 
countante, 

Point eleven—The proof shows that the Union 
did not redeem, nor spend one cent, in the 
placing, discharge and payment of the chattel 
mortgage on the furniture of The White Rats 
Realty Company's furniture. 

Point twelve—The evidence before the referee 
shows that when the present officers of the 
White Rats took office the union was in debt to 
an amount of about $240,000. On June 1, 1917, 
with the exception of a disputed claim for legal 
services of the former attorneys, O'Brien and 
Mahvinsky, and of sums due to certain members 
from whom no word of protest ever was heard, 
the organization did not owe an amount ex- 
ceeding $20. 

Point thirteen—There was not an atom or bit 
of evidence that either Fitzpatrick or Mount- 
ford did not account for every dollar of money 
of the organization; and it was further shown 
that they expénded the money for the welfare 
of the Union.

SLAP AT CENSORSHIP 


Representatives of Film Industry Meet 
in Baltimore and Urge Abolition 
of Censorship 


Atlantic City, Dec. 7.—At a meeting of rep- 
resentatives of the entire motion picture indus- 
try at the Hotel Traymore Thursday night a 
resolution was adopted vigorously protesting 
against competition by the United States Gov- 
ernment thrn the Committee on Public Infor- 
mation with the industry, and urging the Gov- 
ernment to cease euch competition. 

A resolution was also adopted, urging the 
abolition of the entire censorship system now 
in existence in the United States, 

The declaration was made that those who

of amusement, at not to exceed 50 cents in ex- 
eas of the sum of the established price therefor 
at such ticket officés plus the amount of any tax 
imposed under paragraph (1), @ tax equivalent 
to 10 per centum of the amount of such excess; 
and if sold for more than 50 cents in excess of 
the sum of such established price plus the 
amount of any tax imposed under paragraph (1), 
a tax equivalent to 50 per centum of the whole 
amount of such excess, such taxes to be re- 
turned and paid, in the manner provided in 
Section 903, by the person selling such tickets; 

(4) A tax equivalent to 50 per centum of the 
amount for which the proprietors, managers or 
employees of any opera house, theater or other 
place of amusement, sell or dispose of tickets 
or cards of admission in excess of the regular 
or established price or charge therefor, such tax 
to be returned and paid, in the manner provided 
ip Section 903, by the person selling such tickets. 

(5) In the case of persons having the perma- 
nent use of boxes or seats in an opera house or 
any place of amusement or a lease for the use of 
such box or seat in such opera house or place of 
amusement (in lieu of the tax imposed by para- 
graph (1), @ tax equivalent to 10 per centum of 
the amount for which a similar box or seat is 
sold for each performance or exhibition at which 
the box or seat is used or reserved by or for the 
lessee ot holder, such tax to be paid by the 
lessee or holder; and 

(6) A tax of 1 cent for each 10 cents or frac- 
tlon thereof of the amount paid for admission to 
any public performance for profit at any roof 
garden, cabaret or other similar entertainment, 
to which the charge for admission is wholly or 
in part included im the price paid for refresh- 
ment, service or merchandise; the amount paid 
for such admission to be deemed to be 20 per 
centum of the amount paid for refreshment, serv- 
ice and merchandise; such tax to be paid by 
the person paying for such refreshment, serv- 
ice, or merchandise. 

(b) No tax shall be levied under this title in 
respect to any admissions all the proceeds of 
which inure exclusively to the benefit of relig- 
fous, educational or charitable institutions, so- 
cieties or organizations or organizations con- 
ducted for the sole purpose of maintaining sym- 
phony orchestras and receiving substantial sup- 
port from voluntary contributions or exclusively 
to the benefit of persons in the military or naval 
forces of the United States, or admissions to 
agricultural fairs, none of the profits of which 
are distributed to stockholders or members of 
the association conducting the same. 

(c) The term ‘“‘admission”’ as used in this title, 
includes seats and tables, reserved or otherwise, 
and other similar accommodations, and the 
charges made therefor. 

(d) The price (exclusive of the tax to be paid 
by the person paying for admission) at which 
every admission ticket or card is sold shall be 
conspicuously and indelibly printed, stamped or 
written on the face or back thereof, together 
with the name of the vendor if sold other than 
at the ticket office of the theater, opera or other 
place of amusement. Whoever sells an admis- 
sion ticket or card on which the name of the 
vendor and price is not so printed, stamped or 
written, or at a price in excess of the price so 
printed, stamped or written thereon, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be fined not more than $100, 

Pianos, organs (other than pipe organs), piano 
players, graphophones, phonographbs, talking 
machines, music boxes and records used in con- 
nection with any musical instrument, piano 
player, graphophone, phonograph or talking ma- 
chine, 5 per centum. 

Chewing gum or substitutes therefor, 3 per 
centum. 

Cameras, 10 per centum. 

Photographic films and plates, other than mov- 
ing picture films, 5 per centum. 

Candy, 5 per centum. 

Cigar or cigarette holders and pipes, com- 
posed wholly or in part of meerschaum or amber, 
humidors and smoking stands, 10 per centum. 

Automatic slot-device weighing or vending ma- 
chines 5 per centum; if the manufacturer, pro- 
ducer or importer of any such machine operates 
it for profit, he shall pay a tax in respect to 
each such machine put into operation equivalent 
to 5 per centum of ite fair market value. 

Section 901. That if any person manufactures, 
Produces or imports any article enumerated in 
Sec. 900 leases on licenses for exhibition any 
positive motion picture film containing a picture 
ready for projection, and, whether thru any agree- 
ment, arrangement or understanding or otherwise, 
sells, leases or licenses such article at less than 
the fair market price obtainable therefor, either 
(a) in such manner as directly or indirectly to 
benefit such person or any person directly or in- 
directly interested in the business of such per- 
son, or (b) with intent to cause such benefit, the 
amount for which such article is sold, leased 
or licensed, shall be taken to be the amount 
which would have been received from the sale, 
lease or license of such article if sold, leased or 
licensed at the fair market price. 

Section 903. That every person Hable for any 
tax imposed by Section 900, 902 or 905 shall 
make monthly returns under oath in duplicate 
and pay the taxes imposed. 


Section 905. That on and after the Ist day 
CE ctcccies - 1919, any person engaged in the 
business of leasing or licensing for exhibition 
Positive motion pleture films containing pictures 
Teady for projection shall pay monthly an ex- 
cise tax in respect to carrying on such business 
equal to 5 per centum of the total.rentals earned 
from each such lease or license during the pre- 
ceding month. If a person owning such a film 
exhibits it for profit he shall pay a tax equiva- 
lent to 5 per centum of the fair rental or license 
value of such film at the time and place where 
and for the period during which exhibited. If 
any such person has, prior to December 6, 1918, 
made a bons fide contract with any person for 
the lease or licensing, after the tax imposed by 
this section takes effect, of such a film for ex- 
hibition for profit, and if such contract does not 
permit the adding of the whole of the tax im- 
Powed by this section to the amount to be paid 
under such contract, then the lessee or licensee 
shall, in Neu of the lessor or licensor, pay 80 
much of such tax as is not so permitted to be 
added to the contract price.

Every 
edifice used for the purpose of dramatic or 
operatic or other representations, plays or per- 
formances for admission to which entrance 
money is received, not including halls or armor- 
ies rented or used occasionally for concerts or 
theatrical representations, and not including edi- 
fices owned by religious, educational or chari- 
table institutions, societies or organizations where 
all the proceeds from admissions inure ex- 
clusively to the benefit of such institutions, so- 
cieties or organizations or exclusively to the 
benefit of persons in the military or naval forces 
of the United States, shall be regarded as a 
theater: Provided, That in cities, towns or vil- 
lages of 5,000 inhabitants or less the amount of 
such payment shall be one-half of that above 
stated: Provided further, That whenever any 
such edifice is under lease at the time the tar 
is due, the tax shall be paid by the lessee, un- 
less otherwise stipulated between the parties to 
the lease. 

The proprietor or proprietors of circuses shall 
pay $100. Every building, space, tent or arena, 
where feats of horsemanship or acrobatic sports 
or theatrical performances not otherwise provided 
for in this section are exhibited, shall be re- 
garded as a circus: Provided, That no special 
tax in another State, territory or the District of 
of Columbia shall exempt exhibitions from the 
tax in another State territory or the District of 
Columbia, and but one special tax shall be im- 
posed for exhibitions within any one State, ter- 
ritory or the District of Columbia.
